THE BILVER DONFEARNCE

The Chicago Herald of Dec. 5 has |
the following: Senator Stewart of |
Nevada passed through Chicago yes- |
terday.on his way to Washington, |
and spent a few hours at the Grand |
Pacific. “We are going to have free
silver in this country some day,” said
the Senator, “but when, of course, 1
will not attempt to say. One thing
is certain, neither the Democratic
nor Republican parly can give it to
us, but the people will. The result
of the recont election shows that |
the people are dissatisfied with the |

rosent condition of affairs, and as
ong as the present condition pre-
vails there will be a change each yoar |
until the people take a hand and
oust both the old parties and get
into power themselves.

“What the people want is more
money. They ecare little about
changed tariff lists, civil servico re-

form, prohibition or woman's suffl-
rage. The vital issue is the money
uestion. Until the free coinage of

silver is brought about the ¢ondition
of the common people will not
materially change.

“I have not hoped for any good
from the conference at Brussels, It
was organized for evil, but some-
times good results from even such
organization. The gold buge are in
rower, and the silver men ean hardly
1pe for favors from their hands,
can’t tell how many friends silver
will have in the next Congress. 1
think thera will be an increase in
the Senate, at any rate.”
